With regard t o WILLIAM-J ENKS.4«GHT^JR-.. the May 
11 , 19^9 > edition of the EveM^g^5®iet±n^ca^rri*ed an article cap¬ 
tioned "Search Extended Into Canada for Banker's Son." The article 
stated that a wide-spread police hunt reaching into Canada was 
being made for WILLIAM JENKS WRIGHT, JR.', who had disappeared in 
Baltimore, Md., on April 5* 19^9. WRIGHT was described as a war 
veteran who had not been seen since he had left Baltimore for a 
business trip to New York. The article stated that police on that 
date had received information that WRIGHT was in a town in northern 
New Jersey. 


It continued that Montreal police said WRIGHT’S 
wallet was found in a mid-town hotel there on April 19 > 1949 > and 
contained therein were three unused airline tickets for flights 
from Miami to Washington, Washington to New York, and New York to 
San Juan, Puerto Rico. WRIGHT'S father, according to the article, 
stated he did not understand the significance of the tickets, and 
had no reason to believe his son had been in Montreal. According 
to Montreal police, hotel employees were unable to remember any 
guests answering WRIGHT'S description and did not believe he was one 
of several persons who occupied the room in which the wallet was 
found. 


The article continued that WRIGHT had married the 
former FRANCES LAVA during January 1949 whom he had met when he 
went into Manila to help establish an Army newspaper after the 
liberation of the Philippine capitol. The article concluded that 
WRIGHT was a graduate of Penn Charter School and that he attended 
Stanford University.

On September 1, 1934, he was again promoted to 
Private l/C. He was honorably discharged on June 11, 1937, which 
was the expiration of his three years enlistment. The records 
further show that PORTILLA served in the U. S. Navy from July 22, 
1914, through September 4, 1918.

San Francisco T-2, of known reliability, advised on August 18, 19i(2, a 
Communist Party functionary meeting was held in Los Angeles, the purpose of which, 
in part, was so that functionaries could report on how successful the Communist 
Party had been in agitating for a "second front.” The occupant of a car registered 
to KENNETH HOWARD was observed by SA»s MARCUS-M. BRIGHT and JOHN R, VICARS as having 
attended this meeting. 

In October, 19 h3, San Francisco T-3, of known reliability, reported that 
KENNETH HOWARD was then a member of the Branch B, Northwest Section of the Communist 
Party, Los Angeles, and was to attend the closed sessions of the Los Angeles County 
Communist Party Convention held that month at Park Manor 
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Los Angeles, 

Snn TiVpnoi sr»o r P — 3 1 _ n-P Irnmvn t>p>1 i hivi 1 i ty ■. stated that HOWARD had. 
transferred to Branch B, Northwest Section of the Communist Party in 
Los Angeles, from the Lerner Branch in July, 191*3. 

Records of San Francisco T-l reflect that HOWARD was employed is 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Building Service Employees National Union, 
Bocal 99, Los Angeles, beginning September, 19h3, and as Business Agent 
for that union from September, 191*2. His previous employment was listed 
as Executive Secretary of the American Guild of Variety Artists, 6331 
Hollywood Blvd,, and before that as a Business Agent since 1939 for 
the Retail Hardware Salesmen’s Union, Local 215, at 1031 South 
Broadway, Los Angeles. T-l's records indicate that HOWARD was a 
statistician from 1936 to 1938. 

The Daily People’s World, a West Coast Communist newspaper, in 
its issue of July 17, 19l*l*, carried a news item that KENNETH HOWARD 
of the Building Service Union, Local 99, had been appointed to the 
post of Program Director of the People’s Educational Center. He whs 
described in this article as a Harvard graduate and former instructor 
at Harvard* 


The People’s Educational Center,also known as the Peoplets 
Educational Association, has been cited as- Communist and subversive by 
the Attorney General, 

According to San Francisco T-5, of known reliability, KENNETH 
HOWARD attended the California State Coiamunist Party Convention at San 
Francisco on June 10 and 11, 191*1*, and represented the Los Angeles County"' 
Communist Party. 

San Francisco' T-6, of known reliability, reported that KEN HOWARD 
was a delegate to the Los Angelos County Convention of the Communist 
Political Association on September 2'h, 191*1* from Branch B of the 
North-vest Section, 

San Francisco T-7, of knovm reliability, advised that HOWARD was 
in frequent contact with Communist Political Association officials at 
Los Angeles during 19l*l* and 191*5. 

Ban Francisco T-8, of knovm reliability* reported tliat HOWARD mot 
with PETfcIS.J?F7HyA then Vice-President of the Los Angeles Communist 
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Political Association and a National Coimaittoeman of the Communist 
Political Association, on January 2f>, 19U5*- 

San Francisco T-9, of known reliability, stated that KENNETH 
HOWARD attended the second session of the Southern California State 
Convention of the Communist Party held in Los Angeles July 15, 1915* 

According to San Francisco T-10, of known reliability, in 
October, 1915 HOWARD accepted employment as an Organiser for 
Agricultural Workers for the Food, Tobacco, Agricultural, and Allied 
Workers Union of America, C.I.0-. (F.T.A.-C.X.O.) 

San Francisco T-ll, of known reliability, stated that KEN EDWARD 
joined the Communist Party in 1935 at Boston, Massachusetts and in 
1938 attended a part-time school for Communist Party branch funcationaries 
in New York City, T-ll added that HOWARD was a member of the Communist 
Party in Marin County, California as of October, ‘1916. T-ll continued 
that as of March 11, 19l7, the Communist Party was paying KENNETH HOYiAHD 
§30 per week maintenance. 

In Apj ail, I9J4.7 San Francisco T-12, of known reliability, advised 
that KEN EDWARD had been, and still was, working as a Communist Party 
Organiser in the F.T.A.-C.1.0. He was divorced fron j 
in Los Angeles, and was having difficulty because at the time of the 
divorce he was making more money than the Communist Party was paying 
him in 19l7 in gan Francisco. T-12 added that in December, 1918 

HOWARD was still employed by the Communist Party, as an Organizer and 
had been President of the F.T.A. Local at Porterville, California during 
1918. 

According to So.n Francisco T-13, of known reliability, in June, 

1989, KEN HOWARD was still employed as an Organizer for, the F.T.A, He 
was an active member of the Stockton, California Communist Party olub 
and frequently held Communist Party meetings in his home at 627v Fresno 
Street, Stockton, California, 

According to San Francisco T-ll, of known reliability, •KENNETH • 
HOWARD arrived in Seattle, Washington July, 191-9« San Francisco ?-l5, 
of known reliability, reported that HOWARD had been sent to Seattle by 
the Communist Farty to help with Party work. T-15 continued that 
PIOWARD attended numerous meetings of the Waterfront Section of the 
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Communist Party while in Seattle. Washington. 

On July 20, 19k9, San Francisco T-l6, of known reliability, 
advised that KEN KOYJAED was Secretary of the Northwest Committee for 
the Protection of the Foreign Born. The American Committee for the 
Protection of the Foreign Born has been cited as a Gommunist organization 
by the Attorney Genera], and the Northwest Committee for the Protection 
of the Foreign Born is an adjunct of the parent organization. 

On August 7, 19b? KEN HOWARD was observed by SA's JOSEPH M. 

WTJSLICH and EDWARD J, HARKABUS speaking at an open Communist Party 
street meeting sponsored by the Waterfront Section, 12th District, 
Communist Party, in Seattle.

Certificate of Identification #Z-32549, born September 17, 
1905 in Russia sailed aboard American President Lines 
vessels out of San Francisco intermittently between June 22, 
1939 and December 26, 1947, with a break of service from 
1941 to 1946. PROKOOSHKIN«S address is shown as 438-A 
Haight Street. San Francisco. His next of kin was shown 


These records reflect that PROKOOSHKIN sailed as a waiter, 
bartender and assistant storekeeper. 

The records of the Matson Navigation Company reflect 
FROKOOSHKIN has been employed by that company intermittently 
since 1937. Since February, 1948 he has been continually 
employed as a wine steward aboard the SS Lurline, presently 
at sea and due back in San Francisco on February 7, 1952* 

San Francisco T-3, of known reliability, advised 
on June 22, 1951 that NICHOLI PROKOOSHKIN is also known as 
NICK PARISH. T-3 advised that PROKOOSHKIN is presently 
employed as a wine steward aboard the SS Lurline sailing 
out of San Francisco. T-3 advised that PROKOOSHKIN has 
been sailing for 16 years and has sailed most frequently in 
the position of bar vender. T-3 continued that PROKOOSHKIN 
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recently brought his parents, Mr. & Mrs. A. K,_pO|£MM F from 
Shanghai, China via the Philippina^iSi^ds, stating they had 
been in Shanghai during the Japanese occupation. T-3 stated 
that the Japanese were "rough" on the parents because PROKOOSHKIN 
liras in the United States. The same source stated that Mr. & 

Mrs. POLOTOEFF were in the Philippine Islands under the 
International Refugee Organization for several years prior 
to their arrival in the United States. According to T-3, 
EROKOOSHKIN on numerous occasions attempted to get Money, 
messages and requisites to his parents in Shanghai and the 
Philippine Islands. He occasionally was able to get these 
to his parents but always with some bit of difficulty. 

San Francisco Tr-3 stated that EROKOOSHKIN is the 
owner of a two flat building at 455 22nd Avenue, San 
Francisco, and also owns a cabin on the Russian River, 
a summer resort about 50 miles north of San Francisco. 

T-3 advised that EROKOOSHKIN was in the U. S. Army for 
eight months during World War II but was released to enter 
the Merchant Marine. T-3 added that PROKOOSHKIN encountered 
difficulty in bringing his parents to the United States because 
he Claimed someone had written a letter making false statements 
about him. 


The records of the Immigration & Naturalization Service, 
San Francisco, reflect that ALEXANDER K. POLOVNEFF, age 54 and 
EFIMIA E. POLOVNEF'F, age 67, arrived at San Francisco on 
May 26, 1951. They departed from Manila, Philippine Islands 
on May 6 , 1951 and their nationality was listed as: stateless'.

Articles appearing in the Russkaya Zhizn (Russian Life) 
Newspaper reflect that during 1949 BORIS PAVLOJLL OHJMRT.YI'IOW, 
owner of the City Wide Real Estate Office^ ^l^Q^Se'ar'y^Blvd., 

San Francisco, was defeated as a candidate for the Office of 
San Francisco Supervisor in the election of November 8 , 1949. 
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The same source showed that MARTYNOW was formerly an officer 
in the Tsarist Army in Russia and is active in the San 
Francisco Russian Center. It is also noted that MARTYNOW 
again ran for City Supervisor in the election of November, 

1951 and was subsequently defeated. 

San Francisco T-4, of known reliability, advised 
that the Russkaya Zhizn (Russian Life) is a Russian Language 
Newspaper published at 2548 Sutter Street, San Francisco. 

T-4 stated that this paper is free from Soviet influence, 
to the best of his knowledge, and is anti-Communist in its 
editorials. T-4 added that 51% of the stock of this 
newspaper is owned by the Russian Center. 

San Francisco T-4 advised that the Russian Center 
is an organization of non-Communist Russian-Americans having 
a club office at 2450 Sutter Street, San Francisco. T-4 stated 
that the activities of the Russian Center are of a social, 
cultural and charitable nature and believed by him to be 
completely free of any Soviet influence. T-4 does not know 
the subject. 

San Francisco T-5, of known reliability, advised that 
to his knowledge PROKOOSHKIN made no contacts of a suspicious 
nature during the period from June 20 to July 20, 1951. 

On December 21, 1944, San Francisco T-6, of unknown 
reliability, advised that one NICKOLI Ji'.fPROKUSHKIN then 
residing at Apartment 4, 726 Washington Street, San Francisco 
made the following statement j 

"The dirty,'^filthy TJ.S. I hate it. See what 

the Germans are doing.... Wait until the 

Japs also get going." 

According to San Francisco T-6 the statements were 
made during a telephone conversation between the subject and 
some unknown individual, while the subject was intoxicated. 

T-6 stated that the subject’s father had been a General in 
the Russian Army and the FROKDSHKIN was also trained','. ; ih the 
Russian Army. T-6 stated ER.OKUSHKIN lived in Japan for several 
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years where he liked the living conditions. T-6 stated that 
on March 24, 1945, PROKUSHKIN furnished a forwarding address 
as c/o SS Gape Meares, Matson Navigation Company, San 
Francisco. 


It is noted that the records of the U. S. Merchant 
Marine, Washington, D. C. reflect that NICHOLAS IROKOOSHKIN 
was sailing aboard the SS Cape Meares from February 1, 1945 to 
May 13, 1945. 

San, Francisco 1-7, of known, reliability, who is in 
contact with Merchant seamen of Communist sympathies sailing 
from the Port of San Francisco, advised he dpes not know the 
subject. 


San Francisco T-8, ^P-9, T-JO and T-ll, all of known 
reliability, who have considerable, knowledge of the Communist 
activity in the San Francisco Bay Area, advised the subject was 
unknown to them. 

$he San Francisco Retailer‘s Credit Association and 
the San Francisco Police Department contain no record of subject 
under the various names.

Registration No. 321129$. T-l pointed out that on 
June 15, 1949, DUMLAO was contacted for any information 
concerning Filipinos in the United States who are or 
were members of the Communist Party. DUMLAO was hostile 
and refused to, cooperate. This informant stated further 
that DUMLAO said he would only talk in the presence of 

, Subsequently, on 
lMovemoer 1, iy4y, DUJViLmO was arrested by Immigration & 
Naturalization Service in Seattle for deportation and bail 
was set at $2000.00. DUMLAO appealed to the Civil Rights 
Congress in the Seattle area for financial help but 
was refused.

MONTOYA explained that in 1936 he was 
President and Business Agent of the Cannery Workers Union 
in Portland, and that he dispatched DUMLAO to work for the 
Columbia River Packers'. MONTOYA stated that he joined the 
Communist Party in 1937 and was suspended in 193°. During 
the period that he was a member of the Communist Party 
■ he recalled that DUMLAO was also a member and they attended 
some Communist Party meetings together. MONTOYA advised 
that he does not know when DUMLAO separated from the 
Communist Party but he said that DUMLAO testified against 
CRIS MANSALVAS in San Francisco some time during the spring 
of 195-1, exact date not recalled.
